By complying with the Dominion re- 
quirements, the provinces receive from 
the Federal Government 40% of the 
cost of the road construction. 

The speaker said he believed that 
Alberta stood as high today in the qual- 
ity of her roads ‘as any other province. 
The trouble fifteen to twenty years 
ago was that there was no good mach- 
inery to make roads, To-day such 
machines as the Fresno was in use 
in every up-to-date district, and were 
in common use. Horse graders had 
heen in use since 1912, and roads 
could not be built without them now. 
He sketched the system of road build- 
ing in Alberta, and gave his ideas as 
to what should be done in the future 
to build good roids. We cannot have 
concrete roads yet a while, he said, as 
it costs about $50,000 mile to build 
them. He said the road to Edmonton 
would cost about $5,000 a mile. He 
said it was hard to make any kind of a 
good road out of dirt, but if well grav- 
elled it made a good roadway. Pure 
clay und sand will make an exco.lent 
road,

ST. LUKE'S CHURCH 
ANNUAL MEETING 


The annual meeting of St. Luke's 
congregation was held at the McBride 
Hotel on Monday, January 19th; at 8 
o'clock, {when the Rev. G. McComas, 
M.A., presided over an excellent at- 
tendance. After the reading and adop- 
tion of the minutes, the meeting set- 
tled down to three hours’ steady work 
consisting of the presentation and 
adoption of reports and the electing o 
officers for the current year. : 

The financial report was presented 
by the People’s Warden, J. A. R. 
Choate, and showed a wonderful im- 
provement over 1923. The adverse 
balance of $543.75 carried forward from 
1923 had been wiped out and $2510.55 
had been raised for current expenses, 
leaving a nominal Nability of a few 
dollars on the year’s operations. In 
moving the adoption of this report, 
Mr. Choate thanked the parishioners 
for their loyal support of the efforts of 
the Vestry. 

The reports of the Women's Auxil- 
‘jary shcwed the usual record of splen- 
did wor:. .» which the parishioners of 
St. Luk.. .re accustomed. The Pre- 
sident'’s . port, outlining the year's 
activitie:, ..as read by Mrs. Broughton 
in the absence of Mrs. D. Pyke. The 
financial report was presented by the 
Secretary-Treasurer, Mrs. T. H. Edis. 
These two reports, which were enthus- 
jastically adopted, showed a wonderful 
record of devoted and successful work. 
Cash receipts totalled $1082.63, and 
disbursements $955.11. The W.A. had 
helped the Vestry to the extent of 
$517.90, consisting of rectory rent $300, 
interest on Parish Hall $134, donations’ 
to Diocesian assessment $83.40. 

In the absence through sickness of

In planning the number of sows: to 
breed, orin other words, the ‘pig crop, 
farmers are now. looking ahead a year, 
as the progeny of the sows bred now 
will be on the markét next fall.’ It is; 
therefore, of great importance in the 
interest of a wise decision, that the 
situation as it. exists at’the moment 
of ‘breeding should not be allowed too 
large a place in the factors consider- 
ed. After all, what has to be taken in- 
to considoration is, what are the con- 
ditions likely:to be next fall, and pres- 
ent conditions should only be. consid- 
ered to the extent that they indicate 
the future. 

Undoubtedly the biggest single fac- 
tor in the price of hog products on the 
world’s markets ig production in the 
United States. The hog population in 
the Unitéd States on January 1, 1921, 
is given alg 56,097,000, in 1923 as 68,- 
427,000, and: in 1924 as 65,501,000. The 
pig survey of June, 1924, indicated 
that there would bea decrease of about 
8,000,000. The United States has an 
immense consuming population, but, 
of course, like every other country, 
exports her surplus, which 
amounted to 1,794,000,000 tbs. of pork 
products. The comparatively high 
price of grains this year caused the 
American farmer to put his hogs on 
the market during the last few weeks 
in unprecedented numbers; the  re- 
celpts on the Chicago market for Mon- 
day, December 15, being about 122,000 
hogs. The first two weeks of De- 
cember saw the biggest deliveries of 
hogs in the history of the United 
States. Too big a percentage of these 
hogs are light and unfinished, which 
means the farmer is liquidating his 
hogs. The effect is to decrease the 
total pounds of pork :produced. During 
the first nine months of this year 372, 
000 more hags were marketed in the 
United States, but about 114,000,000 
less pounds of pork was produced 
than in the same period last year. Un 
doubtedly these conditions will havea 
big effecton the number of sows that 
will be bred this fall. for next year’s 
market, Denmark and Treland are 
also feeling the pressure of compara. 
tively high priced feed's. 

This situation is of immense inter. 
est and {mportance to Canadian far 
mers and packers. After carefullytre- 
viewing ‘the whole situation Canadian 
packers feel that next year is going 
to be a “hog year.” That is, they be- 
Heve if producers will improve the 
quality and furnish to the packing 
houses their normal auota of hogs, 
properly managed hog production will 
be profitable to farmers. If farmers 
and packers pull together they should 
be able to make another considerable 
step in establishing our Canadian ‘bac- 
on on the British market. 

‘Last year saw very low prices for 
grain and big hog production; this 
year a sudden jump in grain prices 
with consequent prospective reduction 
in breeding operations in the United 
‘States; high cost of production in 
countries like Ireland and Denmark. 
that have to import a considerable pro- 
porton of their feeds; and a slackening 
of breeding in Western. Canada. Pack- 
ers strongly believe that this situ- 
ation is one which should induce hog 
producers in Canada to breed their 
full number of sows and that an _ in- 
crease in production is perhaps a saf- 
er policy than it was last year when 
everybody was feeding cheap grains. 
Probably: sows kept as breeders never 
were better property. 
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MOST ANCIENT 
BUSINESS RECORD 


Archeologists Discover Ledger Kept 
in Remote Times in Ur of Chaldeas 


What are believed to be the most 
ancient business records ever found 
by archeologists, one of the records 
being a ‘ledger similar to those used 
today, have been unearthed by the 
joint expedition of the British museum 
and the museum of the University of 
Pennsylvania, at Ur of the Chaldees, 
the buried city of Aoraham, according 
to an announcement. 

A report from C. Leonard Woolley. 
head of the expedition, waS received 
here yesterday and made public by 
Dr. George Byron Gordon, director of 
the university museum. This report 
contained the announcement of the 
finding of the aacicat business records, 
the bookkeeping of the Temyple of the 
Moon God, in ‘the former capital of the 
Babylonian empire before the time of 
Abraham. 

They have also uncovered, the re- 
port said, a “hall of justice” erected 
in ail probability by Nebuchadnezzar, 
A striking architectural find, accord- 
ing to: Mr. Woolley, was that of an 
arch in the facade of one of the 
buildings uncovered, and which, he 
believes, moves back the history of 
architecture in this respect to the 
remotest antiquity.

It 
was in Quebec, at the Oka Institute, 
that the first “frost-resisting” breed 
of poultry, the Ohanteclere, was dev- 
eloped to withstand cold winter 
weather. More maple products are 
made in Quebec than in all the other 
provinces of Canada combined, and 
the only known workable deposits of 
kaolin or china clay in Canada are 
found there. Finally, the province 
boasts the largest water-power storage 
reservoir in the world, the Gouin dam 
on the St. Maurice river, with 160 
billion cubic feet capacity. 

Of special interest are the chapters 
on the pulp and paper industry, water 
powers, and the agricultural and min- 
eral resources, including the new 
Rouyn gold fields. The scenic resour- 
ces and the attractions offered to 
sportsmen and tourists are treated in 
detail. The chapter entilted “The 
rand and the People” is singularly 
successful in conveying the local at- 
mosphere which imparts to the people 
and the institutions of the province 
their quaint attractiveness and pecu- 
liar charm. 

To business men, investors and citi- 
zens generally, ‘‘The Natural Resour- 
ces of Quebec” will prove of very 
timely interest. Perhaps nowhere else 
within the covers of a single volume 
can there be found such a readable 
and concise description of the princi- 
pal natural resources of the province 
as in this booklet of 130 odd pages.

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THE “SNOWMGBILE” 

Virgil D. White, of New Hampshire, 
is the inventor of a new attachment 
for Ford cars and trucks. He puts 
them on snow-hoes—that is, the auio- 
mobile’s mechanical equivalent of 


snowshoes. Believing that the same 
principie would apply to cars in plac 


es where deep snow otherwise  pre- 
vented them from being used, he 
built runners, five feet long, eight

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THE “IMPERIALIST” BOGEY 


All over Canada a sudden strange 
apprehension seems to have sprung up 
about “imperialism.” From the time 
when the late President Wilson issued 
his rash and ill-considered proclama- 
tions about “self-determination,” there 
appears to have been a general agree- 
ment to attribute to the word “im- 
perialism"” a specialised and sinister 
meaning for which there is no justi. 
fication either in British history or in 
Bnglish literature. In spite of the 
fact that even the enemies of the 
British Empire admit its beneficent 
influence in maintaining peace and 
Spreading justice and civilization over 
the world, in spite of the pride with 
which the Empire’s efforts in the 
Great War were regarded, the word 
“imperialism” ‘nas been given this new 
and limited and wholly incorrect 
meaning of something tyrannous and 
overbearing, something entirely host- 
ile to the organisation of the Empire 
as it has grown up in recent times. 


It is as if someone had suddenly de-; 


cided that because the word is de- 
rived from the language of ancient 
Rome, where it stood for more or less 
absolute authority, therefore it must 
still have the meaning of a tyranny. 
and must still be something quite in- 
consistent with the institutions of free 
and democratic countries such as 
Canada. 

It is all nonsense, but it is mis- 
chievous and dangerous nonsense, for 
it is an easy and natural transition 
from the attribution of a bad mean- 
ing to the word “imperialism’ to the 
attribution of a bad meaning to the 
whole idea of an empire, and of the 
British Empire in particular. Few of 
those who thus lightly talk about the | 
evils of “imperialism” ever show the 
smallest sign of thaving given either 


thought or study to the real history ' 


of the British Empire or any other 
empire. Few of them seem dis posed 
to ask themselves just what would 
happen if this Empire and this “im- 
perialism” they profess to be so ner- 
yous about, were to be done away 
with. Men who are quite well enough 
educated to know better, persistently 
refuse to face that question, and if 
they are ever compelled to face it, 
persistently dodge it and try to find 
a way out of answering it directly. 
Perhaps it is the result of mere care- 
less repetition in syndicated news- 
paper articles, written possibly by 
American journalists with all their 
complacent ignorance of history or of 
foreign countries, or even of the pro- 
nouncedly “imperialist” character of 
their own country’s ‘policy since the 
‘Spanish-American War of 1898-99. 
Perhaps it is due to such mistakes 
and misapprehensions, but perhaps it 
js due to something else than  mis- 
takes. It is always possible that be- 


comedian with a red nose to snuffls 
through another few lines, and’ then 
be replaced by a choir singing soul- 
fully “Angels ever bright and fair.” 
Yet that is exactly what the average 
radio ifiend—we use the word with 
deliberate emphasis—does to the aver- 
age party of friends whom he dooms 
be an evening of radio entertpinment! 
Tt is a strange disease, and in time, 
no doubt, an antidote will be devised 
to cure it. In the meantime, we can 
only suggest tying the host up to the 
table after he has once tuned in to a 
station and keeping him tied till the 
whole programme of that particular 
section is finished. 
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WHEN ROGUES FALL OUT. 


There are increasing signs of seri. 
ous dissension within the ranks of ths 
Russian Bolshevists and of formidabls 
opposition among the peasantry to 
the communistic theories of the 
Bolshevist government. The personal 
quarrel seems to be between Trotsky 

on the one side, and Linevieff on the 
other. Trotsky in the early stages of 
Bolshevism was the ruthless driving 
force and organizer of the Red army 
against the “White” forces of Admiral 
Koltchals, Denikin, Wrangel, and 
others. While Lenin was the theorist, 
and apparently the sincere and fanat- 
ical theorist of Communism, Trotksy 
was the bitter and blood-thirsty execu 
tioner of the movement. It is not 
believed ‘that he is enthusiastic about 
communistic theories. All ‘he is con- 
cerned with is the securing of ,his 
own unfettered supremacy and that of 
his friends. For that purpose he made 
the army his special department, judg- 
ing rightly that in the Bolshevist as 
in other revolutions, an obedient 
army was of considerably more value 
than the most grandiloquent theories, 
especially in resisting anything in the 
nature of monarchial counter-revolu- 
tions. 

As long as Lenin lived and main- 
tained his position as supreme and! un- 
questioned autocrat of the Red Revo- 
lution, so long was dissension in the 
ranks of his followers kept more or 
less in a state of suppression.

BRITISH SHIP CAPTURED

All the steamer’s passengers were 
penniless and the safe had been rifled, 
yes those aboard were otherwise un- 
‘harmed, 

Officers of the Hong Hwa reported 
that for ‘three days the vessel had 
been in the possession of Chinese pir 
ates. The latter embarked with the 
rest of the passengers, without excit- 
ing suspicion. When the steamer was 
a short way out, the pirates gathered, 
rushed the bridge and overpowered 
the captain and’ crew.

Finally, when they possessed ali 
the money on board, they ordered the 
Hong Hwa to land them with their 
booty.

FOR DECEIT 


School Boards are held Hable for 
damages for deceit when they send 
notices of acceptances to several 
teachers in response to applications 
for the same vacancy with the inten- 
tion of signing up their first choice 
and sending regrets to others who ac- 
cepted. 

Such is the judgment on the test 
case recently tried at Calgary in the 
Supreme Court, in which Mr. Justice 
Boyle handed down an award of $100 
to Miss B. H. Morrison against the 
Cassel Hill School District, No. 2772. 
Costs were allowed against the trus- 
tee Board, but damage claims against 
the trustees as individuals were dis- 
missed. Geeo. H. Van Allen, Solicitor 
for the Alberta Teachers’ Alliance, 
was counsel for the plaintiff at the 
trial and I. F. Fitch, of Calgary, was 
counsel for the defendants. 

According to the evidence, the trus- 
‘tees advertised for a teacher for the 
one-roomed school in February and 
during ‘March received 34 applications, 
At a meeting held April 5, the Secre- 
tary was instructed to send etters 
of acceptance, couched in the same 
terms to three teachers who applied. 
Three days later Miss Morrison wrote 
the Cassell ‘Hill Board acknoweldging 
their acceptance and stating that she 
would be ready for duty on the data 
mentioned by the School Board. 
Withinafew days, Miss Morrison de- 
clined two other offers of positions 
from other School Boards. Shortly 
after declining these acceptances from 
the other School Boards, Miss Mor. 
rison was notified by the Cassall 
School Board that they “regretted to 
cancel the acceptance by the trustees 
and hoped it would not inconvenience.” 
As aesult of the disappointment, the 
plaintiff could not get another position 
for some time but then got a better 
one, so that finally she only ‘had a 
monetary loss of some $75.00 through- 
out that school ygar. 

Suit was made as a test case rather 
than as an attempt to recover punitive 
or exemplary damages. 

Tt was argued on behalf of the 
trustees at the trial that the Board 
had done exactly the same thing as 
the teacher had done in replying to 
several School Boards’ advertisements 
for teachers. The Justice held that the 
practice of teachers in writing to 
several School Boards when in need 
of a position is a long established cus. 
tom and well recognized. He pointed 
out that had the teacher sent out 
three “acceptances” as had the Board 
in this case, her action would have 
been as reprehensible as that of the 
School Board. She had, however, de- 
clined all other offers and accepted 
theirs with the intention of signing 
the required contract. 

Efforts had been made later to fal- 
sify the minutes of the School Board 
meeting to cover up their error in hav- 
ing accepted three teachers for the 
one position. 

Th judge quoted from an_ earlier 
judgment of Justice Stuart of the 
Supreme Court of Appeal, in which 
the Justice says that Boards must 


‘ltake some tisk of missing good teach 
‘lers in their efforts to 


secure their 
first choice, and suggested that de- 
lays and disappointments could be 
avoided by a more general use of the 
telegraph or long distance telephone.

When the Liberals were in’ Opposi- 
tion, they, made loud complaint: over 
the alleged falling off in immigration. 
They said that the country could not 
be expected ‘to develop unless a heavy 
immigration were secured. They con- 
tended that only in this way could the 
burden of taxation be borne, In short, 
they said, “Put'us in office and we will} 
get the immigrants all right. There 
will be no complaint on that*score.” 

Well, they came into power just 
threo years ago. Has the country 
received moro immigrants? By no 
means. It has received fewer. During 
the last three years of the Conserva- 
tive government’s regime, the total 
immigration was approximately 356,- 
000, whereas during the three years 
of the King government’s tenure of 
office the arrivals have only been 
330,000. 

Fewer immigrants have been secur- 
ed and that in spite of a very large in- 
crease in immigration expenditure. 
During the last three years Parlia- 
ment ‘has voted for immigration pur- 
poses $11,000,000, as compared with 
an expenditure of only $4,713,000 dur- 
ing the last three years that the Con- 
‘servatives were in office.

“as though in daylight” at a depth of 
818 feet, using high pressure diving 
suits ‘of the captain’s invention and 
pressure resisting deep sea lights. 

It is Captain Leavitt’s ambition 
next to salvage the $4,000,000 to 
$6,000,000 of treasure that lies in the 
sunken hull of the Lusitania,” the 
company said. 

The Blakeley was purchased from 
the United States Shipping Board and 
outfitted with the Lusitania in view. 
but it was decided to give the diving 
apparatus and lights a preliminary 
test on the Cape Horn wreckage.

or disregard the broad and fundamen- 
tal isues of a humanity which’ must 
rightly be first and foremost in pro- 
moting the true well being of the pro- 
vince. . ' 

We are submitting in the present 
time to what is vaguely described as 
a “higher education.” Its attempt is 
to embrace a smattering of all know- 
ledge,.and we are beginning to suspect 
tat it is afforded at the sacrifice of 
those sane decencies which are the soul 
of true civilized life, It is a system of 
education as false in its theories asin 
its results, and there can be no ques- 
tion of the falsity of its ultimate gain 
to the Canadian, West. 

Many a lad is being educated away 
from the unavoidably rough and dirty 
work of the farm and the whole drift 
of our scholastic teaching is in con- 
stant effort to divert the youth of a 
great agricultural country into any 
channel of employment but that of the 
wholesome healthgiving work of the 
land , 

In proof of this serious assertion we 
hear on all sides the growing com- 
plaint of the intense overcrowding of 
the professions. We have onour hands 
to-day a mushroom growth of needy 
lawyers,risky and incompetent medical 
men and many incapable divines, while 
the land is stripped bare of a class of 
stout yeoman labor which should be 
the country’s glory and its strength. 

We may in time recognize and deal 
with the curious corollary of the uni- 
versity and prison door alike standing 
open to admit human material the 
least fitted to be an immate of either. 

But for the moment it is enough for 
us to be concerned with the fact that 
the early days of settlement in this 
country saw none but the youthful and 
the strong and a generation of these 
earlier but now aged settlers is now 
very rapidly mustering to the last roll 
call upon earth and from now on, and 
from time to time poverty and destitu- 
tion will be in greater evidence, and 
for the down and out old timer there 
should have been provilel a home of 
decent kindly charity rather than the 
ordeal of the cold and shameful prison 
walls,

The forming of a mining bureau 
as a branch of its activities is an- 
nounced by the Winnipeg Board of 
Trade. The bureau is to collect 
data on the mining situation in the 
province and will do everything pos- 
sible to foster greater mineral pro- 
duction in Manitoba. 

Tourist traffic in Canada this 
year is likely to constitute a new 
record, in the opinion of the Com- 
missioner of Parks. No estimate 
has been compiled as yet but the 
figures for 1928, which were care- 
fully estimated at $136,000,000, in- 
dicate the value of this traffic to 
the Dominion. 


Up to the end of October, 1924, 
more than 1,000 circulating libraries 
were in operation in Saskatchewan, 
as compared with about 800 at the 
same time in 19238. The average 
number of families reading each 
book is 17, More than half a mil- 
lion volumes were circulated by 
these libraries during the year. 


A huge wooden, tar-paper lined 
shell erected over the space provid- 
ed for the structure and heated by 
thousands of feet of steam coils 
connected with 9880-horse power 
boilers, which provide a summer-like 
atmosphere for the carrying on of 
construction, is an interesting and 
novel feature of the arrangements 
made to combat the difficulty of 
building the new wing of the Cha- 
teau Lake Louise, the Canadian 
Pacific Railway’s famous Rocky 
Mountain hotel, under winter con- 
ditions. Thanks to this innovation, 
the wing, despite frequent drops in 
temperature to far below zero, is 
progressing excellently and the com- 
pany expects it to be ready for next 
summer’s tourist seascn. 


Sweeping changes in the Canadian 
Pacific Railway’s service of great 
benefit to the communities concern- 
ed are scheduled for January 11. 
They include revision of the time- 
table of the Vancouver express (To- 
ronto-Vancouver), to reach Fort 
William and Port Arthur between 10 
and 11 p.m., instead of 2 and 3 a.m., 
and Winnipeg at 10 a.m., instead of 
2.30 p.m., as heretofere. The new 
times are more convenient to the 
Twin Cities than the old and a half- 
day is gained for business in Win- 
nipeg. Regina is to be reached by 
the same train at 11 p.m. instead of 
1.20 a.m., and Moose Jaw at mid- 
night instead of 2.45 a.m., Regina- 
Saskatoen connections being thus 
radically improved, while arrival at 
‘Calgary at 4 p.m. enables Edmonton 
te be reached that evening. Van- 
couver is reached at 7 p.m. instead 
of 9.20 p.m. as previously. The To-

All corespondence had been replied 
to promptly, and ‘a great: deal of infor- 
mation given and .write-ups supplied 
for publications ‘in Great Britain, Unit- 
edi States and ‘Canada. 

I would respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing recomendations for your ‘con- 
sideration:

105 
members at $3.00 will produce as much 
revenue as 63 at $5.00 with much 
more value to the Board. | 

2. That some plain pamphlets’ be 
prepared containing facts and infor- 
mation of Red Deer and district such 
as is usually asked for. I would not 
have cuts as these add to the cost, 
and after all people are more inter- 
ested in facts than pictures. 

3. That a large number of distance 
signs be made up this winter and 
placed on roads leading to Red Deer 
early in the spring.
